[1] A request for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. § 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.

Amendments & Claim Status 

[2] This Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance is responsive to the IDS received 
Dec. 21, 2010. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-15, 18-21, 31-35, 38-45, 47, and 49-54 remain pending. 



[3] The information disclosure statement filed Dec. 22, 2008 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because "each information disclosure 
statement must also include a legible copy of: (A) Each foreign patent".

[4] Claims 1-3, 5, 7-15, 18-21, 31-35, 38-45, 47, and 49-54 allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

[5] The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding Claims 1, 13, and 43, see Office Action at p. 7, Apr. 15, 2009 (regarding the 
allowability of Claims 6, 17, and 48 in the Office Action). The prior art of record does not teach 
obtaining one or more difference values of one or more edge pixels of the two neighboring 
blocks, if neither of the two neighboring blocks is subdivided; comparing the one or more 
difference values to a second threshold; and selecting the second deblocking filter based on the 
comparison. Claim 31 by analogy (see Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance at p. 3, 
Jan. 13,2010) 

Regarding Claim 34, see Office Action at p. 7, Apr. 15, 2009. The prior art of record 
does not teach when two or more of the one or more difference values exceeds the threshold 
value, filtering the edge pixels using a Gaussian filter, wherein the Gaussian filter comprises an 
N-point Gaussian filter.
